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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1. Wewould like to provide some explanation for the irregularity pointed out 
in the Auditor’s Certificate. Both the Selectmen and the Auditors have found 
something clearly amiss in the Treasurer’s Report. As this Report goes to the 
printer it is premature to speculate on the source of the problem. We wish to 
assure you that we will rectify the problem. 


2. Street lighting, Article 22 
At last year’s Town Meeting we were asked to examine the costs of limiting 
street lights to road intersections. 
Presently, there are 47 mercury lights cost about $5,000 a year. 
A. 7 lights are located at intersections; 
Valley Rd./Baillargeon Rd. 
Route 2/Randolph Hill Rd. 
Route 2/Durand Rd. West 
Route 2/Durand Rd. East 
Route 2/Valley Rd. 
Route 2/Raycrest Drive 
Town Hall 


B. 7 intersections are without lights; 
Randolph Hill Rd./High Acres Rd. 
Randolph Hill Rd./Pasture Path 
Randolph Hill Rd./Boothman Lane 
High Acres Rd./Glover Spring Rd. 
Boothman Lane/Puggy Huddle Lane 
Puggy Huddle Lane/Wood Spring Rd. 
Durand Rd. East/Durand Rd. 


*Public Service has provided the following costs for relocating street lights; 
I. Mercury lights. 
$2850 is required to install the 7 lights in Group B, and to remove the 
remaining 33 lights. The annual operating cost for 14 mercury lights (Groups A 
and B) would be $1537. 


II. High pressure sodium lights. 
$5393 is required to install lights for Groups A and B, and to remove all other 
lights. The annual operating cost for 14 sodium lights would be $895. 


The Town has three options. The required appropriations are as follows, 
assuming any rearrangement could be completed by July 1; 
a. Continue the present arrangement, $5,000. 
b. Install mercury lights at 7 new intersections, maintain 7 intersection lights, 
and remove all other lights; 
47 mercury lights for 6 months $2,500 
Remove and install lights $2,850 
14 mercury lights for 6 months 767 
Total $6,117 
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c. Remove all mercury lights and install 14 sodium lights; 
47 mercury lights for 6 months $2,500 


Remove and install lights $5,393 
14 sodium lights for 6 months 448 
Total $8,341 


3. Trash and Recycling 

At sometime in the future we will close the Town Dump at an estimated 
cost of $15,000. Additions to the capital reserve fund initiated last year should 
continue. 

Whether we transport future trash to a landfill or to an incinerator, at some 
point we must begin to recycle aluminum cans, glass and newsprint. The 
Selectmen propose to examine sites for a recycling center, and to report on the 
available alternatives next year. 


4. Randolph Spring & Armand Martin property, Article 25. 

When the State conveyed the Randolph Spring property to the Town in 
1982, the deed stated that the Town was to hold the property “exclusively for 
the public uses of its inhabitants”. The Armand Martin family draws water from 
the spring and wishes to secure the right to continue to do so. 


5. Resident Tax, Article 37. 

Under Chapter 40 (HB 506) Town Meeting has the authority to vote to 
continue or discontinue the $10 Resident Tax. Resident taxes contribute about 
$1,700 in annual revenue. The Selectmen recommend the tax be discontinued. 
From the point of view of billing and collecting, the tax is a nuisance. 


6. The two park benches installed at the Ravine House site are gifts from the 
Gorham Rotary Club. We welcome them as attractive additions, and express 
our thanks to the Club, and to George Brackett. 


7. Highways 

Expenditures exceeded appropriations by $8,800. Part of the overrun was 
the Selectmen’s error in assuming that the Highway Block Grant, $5,555, was 
available in addition to the appropriation. In fact, the Grant, like all revenue, 
merely offsets the property tax. We apologize for our error. 

Using Town appropriations to plow driveways is neither legal nor illegal. 
The legal department of the N.H. Municipal Association was asked to comment. 
The relevent excerpt from their reply is as follows; 

“Many municipal attorneys doubt the legality of such an appropropriation. 
Yet many towns do plow driveways and private roads.” 


8. Town truck, Articles #34 & *35. 

Town plowing equipment is 14 years old. We must confront the cost of 
replacements. Two articles are included in the Warrrant; either purchase new 
equipment, or postpone the purchase and continue to place money in the 
Capital Reserve Fund. Under Article *34, the net cost of the purchase will be 
$30,000. 


9. Semi-annual tax bills, Article 40. 
This issue was tabled at last Town Meeting, pending further study. The 
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Selectmen strenuously oppose the practice. Two bills annually invites con- 
fusion and opportunity for accounting errors. The saving in interest on tax 
anticipation notes would be offset by the increase in the Tax Collector’s 
stipend. 


10. Fire Department, Article 15 

In 1985 Randolph agreed to pay Gorham $1,684 as Randolph’s share of the 
annual stand-by charge. Gorham has advised us that they propose to write a 
new pact for cost sharing using a formula which includes populations and 
Town valuations. Under that formula, Randolph’s share will be $12,500. 

Our response has been that only populations, adjusted for summer and 
transient occupancy, are relevent. By our formula Randolph's share will be 
$6,500. 

We have proposed a procedure for arbitration.

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DISTRICT NURSE REPORT 


JANUARY 1, 1986 - December 31, 1986 


The need and use of our services in Randolph for 1986 was consistent 
and within the usual demands of previous years. Five citizens availed 
themselves of our services with a total of 47 visits. We like to think that the 
delay in nursing home placement and shorter hospital stays were due in 
part to our services. 


CLINICS 


Eight attended the Preschool Dental Clinic which is held twice a year in 
conjunction with Coos County Family Health Services at alternating sites. 


A combined total of 52 children (Gorham, Randolph and Shelburne ) 
were screened at the annual Preschool and Kindergarten Vision and 
Hearing Clinic. Ten of these children were referred for follow-up. This 
clinic is held with the effort and cooperation of the Gorham school 
nurses. 


Our agency is active in follow-up care of patients as well as a resource 
and performing agency for other social services and State programs. 


The services of our Homemaker/Shopping Assistance Program which 
consists of personal care, light housekeeping, errands performed by our 
supervised home health aides, has been made available to the people of 
Randolph. This particular service is not reimbursable via Medicare at this 
time. 


Caring and helping people is our function and we wish to thank you for 
giving us the opportunity to do so in your community.

NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Calendar year 1986 was a busy and productive year for the North Country 
Council as it continued to provide a wide range of assistance to towns and cities 
in the North Country. 


The Council is a regional non-profit, public agency chartered under NH RSA 
36:45 and is responsible for providing its member communities assistance in 
local community planning, economic development, solid waste, transport- 
ation, and various other community services. Besides the direct assistance the 
Council provides each member community, it is an advocate for all North 
Country towns in legislative and funding issues at the state and federal 
governments. 


Growth and development is no longer unique to southern New Hampshire; 
North Country towns are experiencing similar growth pressures. The Council 
recognizes the impacts associated with this development to schools, roads, 
waste disposal, water, etc. The Council is dedicated to assisting town officials 
with these complicated issues. Because most of the Council member towns do 
not have a staff of their own to do the research, answer the questions and 
respond to incoming requests, the Council has revised the way we help 
member towns. Now, each town has a staff person assigned to assist the local 
officials of that town with their daily needs. In this way, the Council serves its 
membership more efficiently. 


In Randolph, we provided planning assistance to the Upper Grafton/- 
Lancaster Solid Waste District and submitted the 10-year plan to the State, 
provided zoning information and assistance on future land use maps, reviewed 
Subdivision Regulations and made recommendations. 


Economic Development is an important part of the Council’s overall agency 
mission. This year the Council developed two marketing products: a regional 
brochure promoting the region and community profiles which the ten growth 
communities in the region are using to market their industrial development 
potential. The Council also produced a series of magazine advertisements, 
along with a display at the Eastern States Exposition, promoting the North 
Country as the sensible place to do business. The Council is now developing a 
workshop series on industrial development marketing for local officials in the 
region who are actively seeking economic development. 


This past summer the Council co-sponsored the very successful North 
Country legislative tour. Over 285 legislators and their guests toured the North 
Country getting a glimpse of the life, economy, and culture that makes our 
region unique. A follow-up legislative reception was held in December to 
develop a legislative agenda for 1987. The tour and reception should have 
future beneficial legislative impact to the North Country. 
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The Council again provided information and guidance to several towns on 
federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year saw the Council 
administer over $3.0 million in Community Development Block Grant funds. 
The funds cover such activities as housing rehabilitation, downtown revitali- 
zation, business revolving loan funds, and housing rehabilitation feasibility 
studies. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and 
improvement in local land use controls. New state mandates and commercial 
and residential growth in several towns have created busy work loads for 
planning boards. The Council’s assistance takes many forms: regional work- 
shops, newsletters, regulation review and update, and assistance on a regular or 
onetime basis for subdivision and site plan applications. 


The council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture series with the 
NH Municipal Association. The Law Lecture this year covered such topics as 
local planning board procedures, administration and enforcement of ordi- 
nances and review of recent court cases and state law changes regarding local 
land use planning. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Country towns 
in solving local and regional problems. We rely on and appreciate the 
involvement of town officials and residents and look forward to assisting your 
town this coming year.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year of 1986 will have to go down in department annuals as the 
year of our first double feature fire. A dump fire, that jumped the road 
heading for the home of Carol and Terry Corrigan, was barely suppressed 
with the help of the Jefferson, Randolph and Gorham departments, when 
word came that the Raycrest area was on fire. High winds that day made 
for a very dangerous situation. Shelburne and Cascade assisted at the 
building fire, which was confined to the inside circle at Raycrest. It is nice 
to be able to rely on Towns on either side of us in the event of a major fire. 


Our own selfreliance is working on smaller fires. Several calls for 
various incidents this past year have had a good turn out, and problems 
have been quickly remedied. 


Department chimney cleaning brushes are available to avert chimney 
fires, and can be reserved simply by calling me at home. 


About a dozen new extinguishers have been purchased by people 
throughout Town this year. Our special contacts can get you a very 
substantial fire extinguisher for half the cost of the “going rate”. 


If you have any of the older glass ball extinguishers located in any of our 
older residences, please dispose of them or call me for same. The 
chemical contained in these units is carbon tetrachloride. When mixed 
with heat, the vapors are poisonous. 


Also, a warning on the new pressure treated wood, the sort used on 
outside decks and porches. Do not cut this wood in a confined area, and 
above all do not burn the scrap in an open fireplace. the wood is loaded 
with copper sulfide, and heat makes it toxic.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Citizens of the Randolph School District: 


Public education in this nation is facing a crisis. And that crisis can be defined 
in two words: teacher shortage. Public education will experience between 
now and 1992 a shortfall of approximately 300,000 teachers. That shortfall is 
bound to be felt everywhere but substantially less so in those areas of our nation 
and those areas of our state that provide a wholesome environment for young 
families and who pay competitive salaries to attract new talent. The teacher 
shortage will also necessitate that those communities who have quality 
teachers will have to encourage them to remain. That can best be ac- 
complished by supporting your local schools and teachers, by recognizing the 
contributions they are making to your children, by making them feel welcome 
in your community, and by recognizing and compensating them for their 
training and expertise. Teachers are part of your community and must be made 
to feel that they belong. You may ask, “What does this all mean to Randolph? We 
don’t have a school!” It means that Randolph and every community must 
continue to be a place where teachers and their families are made to feel 
welcome. It also means that there is a price to pay and that the financial burden 
of keeping and attracting good teachers to Gorham will be shared by everyone. 


TUITION RATES 


The tuition rates for 1987-88 reflect the following increases over 1986-87:

STUDY 


During the past year the Randolph and Shelburne School Boards have 
approached the Gorham School Board about the tuition rates being charged for 
the education of Randolph and Shelburne children. It was pointed out at the 
time that the Gorham rates were substantially higher than Berlin on all levels, 
lower than State Average on the kindergarten and elementary levels but higher 
on the junior high and high school levels. Several meetings have been held with 
Gorham and agreement has been reached that a more competitive and 
equitable formula would have to be found. In the process of these discussions 
several formulas have been looked at, all resulting in some savings for the 
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sending districts. At the time of this report, however, no conclusions have been 
arrived at or agreements reached. There is little doubt, however, that one will 
be reached by the fall of 1987. Until that time the three school boards or their 
representatives will continue to meet until a solution can be found. 


It was impressed upon the Gorham representatives to the Committee that 
the communities of Randolph and Shelburne were generally satisfied with the 
quality of education in Gorham. It was pointed out, however, that Gorham was 
no longer competitive with other area schools in what it charged to educate 
children from the surrounding communities. This subsequently led to the 
adoption by the Gorham School Board of a resolution agreeing to work with 
Randolph & Shelburne to find a solution to the tuition problem. Until such time 
as a solution can be found it will be the recommendation of your school board 
that only a one year tuition contract be signed with Gorham. Normally there 
has been a three (3) year contract between the communities; most recent one 
coming to an end on June 30, 1987. Because of the short time the school boards 
have had to resolve the tuition problem and the inability of the boards to agree 
on a solution it was thought best to hold any contract to one year. Therefore, 
Article 5 of your school warrant calls for one (1) year tuition contract only. 


BUDGET 


The proposed 1987-88 budget on the net side reflects an increase of 
$15,999.00 or 10.1% over that of 1986-87. The bulk of the increase is in the 
tuition area which has climbed from $131,420.00 to $159,523.00. Of the 
increase, however, $10,169.00 was set aside as a contingency to cover the cost 
of tuition for new students expected to move into the community before fall. 

On the decrease side of the ledger the district has been able to reduce its 
Errors & Omissions Insurance coverage and realize a savings of $1,190.00 over 
the actual and projected cost for 1986-87 and 1987-88 respectively. Other 
savings have also been realized on bus insurance. 


SUMMARY 


Education in the nation and in our area is in crisis. The critical teacher 
shortage, ever increasing tuition rates, and recent problems in the Gorham 
Schools have cast a shadow over education in general and over Gorham 
specifically. Be assured, however, that the local issues can and will be resolved. 
It is my hope and expectation that we will be a better and a stronger school 
system as a result. On the national scene, however, it will take the State and the 
Nation as a whole to address that issue. We can do our part and I am sure we 
will. Whether we will be successful, however, remains to be seen. 

Thank you for allowing me the opportunity to serve you as your Super- 
intendent of Schools.
